RESPECT THE LAW. 

The jury chosen, according to law, in the 
Emma Bonn ease have rendered their ver- 
diet atcording to law, and the prisoners 
charged with the crime have been acquiited. 

It is not worth while to try the case over 
again. No evidence could be produced that 
has not already been given and passed upon. 
There has been a trial and an acquittal, and 
even if the three who were charged with the 
erime could be proved to have committed it, 
they are safe from any further process of 
law. 

The important question now at issue is to 
protect the lives of men whom the law has 
acquitied. In every farming community 
where the life-work of the men compels 
them to leave the women unprotected at 
home, the very meation of such a crime as 
was perpetrated on Miss Eonp is enough to 
excite the deepest passions of revenge. In- 
stead of giving the accused the benefit of the 
doubt in such cases, the impulse is to give 
society the benefit of the doubt. Instead of 
admitting that it is better for ninety-nine 
guilty meu to escape than for oue innocent 
man to be punished, society says that it is 
better to hang an innocent man ‘nan to let a 
guilty man escape. 

This sentiment should not be allowed to 
prevail in this ease, No matter what pri- 
vate feelings may be, the law must be re- 
spected, There is doubt of the innocence of 
the three men who have been acquitted; 
there could be no doubt of the guilt of a mob 
who would execute lynch law on them. 

The State of Illinois will be disgraced if 
ahy organized lawlessness is permitted to 
stain the record of its administration of 
justice, and the Governor should be on the 
spot to anticipate and prevent any of that 
violence which is so widely talked of.

THE FAILURES OF THE YEAR. 

The statistics ef failures for 1883, as pub- 
lished by Dun, Wiman & Co., are of un- 
usual importance in view of the interest taken 
in the recent genera! depression and its effect 
on the future prospects of the country. 

Briefly stated, the facts are these: The 
whole number of failures for 1885 is 9,184 as 
against 6,738 in 1882, an increase of nearly 50 
percent. The amount of liabilities is put at 
$173,000,000 as against $101,000,000 in 1882, 
increase of 72 per cent. This increase, how- 
ever, is partly offset by the increase in the 
number of firms doing business. We have 
not the figures of this latter item, but-even 
onacomparison withthe number of firms 
doing business the record of the yearis a 
bad one, 

It is not, however, bad enough to alarm 
any one, or to put panic ideas into any one’s 
head. There was a panic in 1873, which re- 
corded only 5,183 failures with $228,000,000 
of liabilities, but then we were trading on a 
fluctuating basis. There was no panic in 
1878, although the process of liquidation, 
which began in the panic of 1873, 
had been continued for five years and 
the losses had been frightful. In the 
five years ending with 1878, the liabilities 
aggregated a thousand millions of dollars, 
yet instead of any panic or destruction of 
business following this experience the suc- 
ceeding years were years of unusual pros- 
perity and stability. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
year 1884 will repeat the experience of 1879. 
Now, as then, we have the advantage of do- 
ing business on a sound basis. Stocks are 
depressed, but this is chiefly because the 
general pubile have withdrawn from -specu- 
lation, but nearly all off otner industries 
are in good condition. If the country has 
good crops, such as it has every reason to 
expect, the present year will not be at all 
affected by the fact that its predecessor was 
a bad year.

Baltimore Special to Cincinnati Baquirer, 

A committee composed of prominent city of- 
ficials called this evening at the residence of ex- 
Mayor William Pinkney White for the purpose oi 
presenting him with a handsome silver salver ap- 
propriately engraved. The presentation was 
made in due form by City Solicitor Poe, chairman 
of the committee, but ex-Mayor White politely re- 
tused to accept the proposed gift. He stated that 
from the veginning of his career he had refused 
to accept any substantial and permanent testi- 
monial in approval of his public conduct; and, 
although he recognized this as an offering of per- 
sonal friends, merely to be kept as a memento of 
their friendship, be had coneluded, after mature 
reflection, that he should not make an exception 
on this occasion. While the mere act of recely- 
ing a testimonial of this kind under such circum- 
stances is a very common one, and is not neces- 
sarily offensive to ordinary ideas of propriety, 
the practice of gift-taking by public men in and 
out of office is so often abused that they very 
naturally suggest the idea of payment for past or 
future favors, and on the part of the recipient 
that splendid condescension attributed to Orient- 
al potentates, who reward their subjects by de- 
spoiling them of their wealth. Ex-Mayor White, 
while declining to accept the gift, consented to 
its being deposited in the City Hall. The action 
of the ex-Mayor has occasioned much comment.

PRISON MATTERS. 


A Timely Suggestion Made by Some 
Christian Ladies. 

A number of Christian ladies who have 
interested themselves in charity work at the 
Jail are arranging for the employment of 
prison matrons, The matter was called to 
the attention of the Police Board, and re- 
ferred tothe Vice-President for investiga- 
tion. The results of a conference with the 


ladies who have taken the matter in 
— was yesterday reported to the Board, 
and it was decided to curtail incideutal ex- 
penses so as to permit of a trial of the ma- 
trop system, It was further resolved to re- 
nest the ladies to nominate a caudidaie for 
the position, which will pay $40 per month. 
To give the plan a thorough trial 
would necessitate the employment of 
two matrons for each station and 
sub-station with a relief—about thirty in all. 
It is unnecessary to say that this is not even 
possibie while the finances of the department 
are at the present low ebb. One matron will 
be employed and assigned to duty at the 
Four Courts, under command of Capt. 
Fruchte. Her duties to the department will 
be the charge of the female 1 per- 
sons, While the good ladies of this mission 
will look to her to use her best endeavors in 
bettering the condition of the uofortunates 
with whom she will be broaght into close 
contact. Ihe Beard is now preparing rules 
for the guidance of the matron. ‘The matter 
has also been suggested to Jailer Siegmund, 
who, though convinced of the wisdom of the 
plan, does not know how such an employe 
would be paid until the Municipal Assembly 
makes provision, I think it would bea 
very good thing,” said tne Jaller. The fe- 
male prisoners in the jail should be in charge 
of women, aud not of men. I think that de- 
partment of the jail should be entirely cut 
off from the rest of the institution. Of 
course it will be necessary to have a guard 
attend on the matron in case any violence 
should be offered her. About uch an iusti- 
tution as the jail there is no doubt but thata 
woman could earn her salary. We yearly 
expend $300 for bed ciothing. One half of 
this amount could be saved by the repairing 
a woman could easily doin her leisure mo- 
ments. 

One of the main necessities for a matron 
is for searching female prisoners. At — 
ent these delicate examinations are made by 
the male guards and turnkeys, who always 
take a female prisoner with them.

| WITH THE FERRET.

A Novel Method of Rabbit-Hunting In- 
troduced Iato Penasylvania. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 
Hunting rabbits with ferrets, after the 
h custom, was successfully accom- 
Pp recentiy near akertown by two 
amateur sportsmen of this citv. Twenty-six 
9 were bagged between 98 o'clock in 
morning and 4 0 clock in the afternoon 
Without the use of frearmsa. Ihe sport is 
comparatively new in America, but has been 
followed for a number of years in yo 
| where rab ts are so numerous as to be abso- 
lute pests. Hunting with ferrets has been 
found to be the most etfectual and inexpen- 
sive meams of extermination, and, at the 
same time, a rather oxolting sport. 
Yesterday’s hunt differed slightly from the 
Englisu style, inasmuch as two breeds of 
dogs were used, while in Kugland a singie 
rabbit-hound is generally eonsidered suffi- 
cient in addition to the ferret. The huoters 
tuok with them two Bassett bounds and two 
fox-tarriers. The hounds are very short- 
legged, ba been bred from natural selec- 
tions pur y to produce ‘slow travelers 
that would not “hole” the rabbit too quickly. 
Their sense of smell is wonderfully keen, 
and they detect a trail where many other 
animals would be at fault. The terriers, on 
the contrary, are selected simply for their 
powers of vision, quick ear, and speed. They 
act as Brer Rabbit's executioners. All four 
dogs had been associated with the ferret for 
some days previously, in order to create some- 
— & @ friendly feeling and prevent the 
ter from killing Master Ferret by mis- 
take. A paten of woods three miles above 
Quakertown was selec as the hunting- 
d. Thesportsmen separated—oue ber 
g ahead with the hounds, and the other 
keeping 100 yards back with the terriers in 
leash. Ten minutes atter getting in the 
shade of the trees, the bow-legged Bassett 
hounds struck atrail. Pressing thelr poses 
close tothe ground, off they scurried, with 
the hunter close behind. As the trail — 
warmer, the dogs luereased their speed and 
then began baylug simultaneously. This 
was the signal to let the terriers go, and off 
they went, bounding over fallen tree-trunks, 
pushing through the underbrush until they 
caught up with their canine companions. 
Just at that moment the quarry was 
sighted leaping rapidly over the 
ground 100 yards in advance.

The mounts are of paper, silk or 
velium, exquisitely painted, and the sticks 
in ivory, overspread with hard aad enduring 
varnish, presenting a surfaceof great brill- 
ancy.
